Who Destroyed the President! 

*i Tho triumph ol tbo fiadical Bepube 
lioan Party at tbo lato oloetions is 
generally accepted as a withering ro» 
buko to tho reconstruction policy oi 
tbo President, and a deathblow to tbo 
administration. Tbo responsibility ol 
tho dofeat of Air Johnson lies entirely 
with tbo Demooratio loaders, who had 
always opposed tho prosecution of tho 
struggle for national existence, and 
•whoso disloyal sentiments had aroused 
tbo just indignation of their follow 
citizons. It was tho reappearance oi 
thoso men upon tbo stage of politics, 
from tho obscurity into which it was 
thought they had been consigned for- 
ever, as tho representatives 0! 
tbo President's policy, that awak- 
ened a fooling of distrust in tho 
minds of tho Northern people towards 
tho Executivo and has ended in the en- 
dorsement of tho unconstitutional acts 
of Congress in legislating for 
States that were denied a representa- 
tion in tho [National Legislature. In 
tbo address of tbo noiv National Party 
convened at Philadelphia, tho follow- 
ing clause appears : 

" It is tho unquestionable right ol 
tho pooplo of the United States to 
make such changes in tho Cot>stitu> 
tion as thoy, upon duo deliberation, 
may doom expedient. P>li wo insist 
that tbey shall bo mado in tho mode 
which tho Constitution itself points 
out — in conformity with the letter and 
tho spirit of that instrument, and 
with tho principles of self-government 
and of equal rights which lie at the 
basis of our republican institutions. 
Wo deny tho right of Congresss to 
mako thoso changes in tho fundament- 
al law without the concurrence of 
three-fourth of all tho States, including 
especially thoso to bo most seri- 
ously affected by thorn ; or to impose 
them upon States or people as condi- 
tions of representation, or of admission 
to any of tbo rights, duties, or obliga- 
tions which belong, under tho Consti- 
tution, to all tho States alike." 

So far so good. Congress had no 
right to mako "changes in tbo funda- 
mental law without tho concurrence 
of threo-fourtbs of all tho States." They 
had no right to add to or tako away 
from tho Constitutional privileges of 
either section ; but in tho conflict of 
Congress with tho Executive, might 
soomstohavo taken what right could 
not givo. When tho struggle first 
aroso wo beliovo that tbo people wore 
with tho President in his attempt to 
provont tho "Coustitutiointinkorw" (as 
tho last Congross is termed) from ox. 
cooding thoir privileges. Tho .Nation- 
al Party (like tho present .Republican 
Party) was understood to bo a crea- 
tion of Air Seward; its delegates met at 
Philadelphia; refused to admit to seats 
a fow of tho most notorious of the 
Demooratio leaders; passed an address, 
and adjourned sine die, .Had this 
party been tsutfored quietly to perforin 
its intondod mission, it is not unrea- 
sonable to presume that tho result 
would havo been satisfactory to tho 
Consorvativo clement of the coun- 
try. Put too many Democrats 
had been admitted to tbo Na- 
tional Convention, and those dem- 
agogues pushed themselves into 
tho lront ranks of tho President's 
supporters, boro down tho opposors of 
thoir echomes, and audaciously placed 
themselves in nomination for the most 
lucrativo oilicoB. This last act was 
more than the loyal sontimont of tho 
Statos would stand. They wore anx- 
ious to see tho Union re-established, 
but they wore not prepared to sacrifice 
all that four years of tho slaughter, 
wasto and panic of war bad gained. 
Tho memory of loyal mon was not so 
short as the Demooratio leaders had 
imagined. Tho soldiers of tho Kepub- 
lic, though dead, yet spoke. Tbo scare 
of war woro still unhealed, and the 
Conservatives could not vote for De- 
mocrats who a fow months boioro bad 
strivon to overthrow tho Government 
thoy now wishod to administer. Ol 
two ovils, tho masses eboso tho least. 
While favoring the J 'resident's oourso, 
thoy could not endorse tho past acts 
of thoBo who announcod themselves 
tho representatives, par extellence, of 
his policy, and. tho choson bearers of 
his standard. Thoy could not again 
roposo confidence in tbo men who bad 
onco betrayed tho nation, and who 
stood prepared to repeat thoir perfidy, 
Tho National party made a brief strug- 
gle for oxistonco and then died, leavi 
iug tho two old factions — Domooratio 
and Eepublioan — to fight tbo battle of 
tho frill oloctioiiB. Then camo Presi- 
dent JohUBOn'fl tour to Chicago — his I 
injudicious speeches, and his final 
Affiliation with the Democrats. From 



monced to wane, and the result of tbo 
Into elections, while it doos not show 
that his policy is unpopular, indis 
outcs tbo utter want of confidence that 
iB lolt in tho mon who havo latoly 
Undertaken to guido and direct him. 
Thoy rendered themselves thoroughly 
and justly obnoxious to tbo patriotio 
sontimont of tho nation by thoir hos- 
tility to tho policy of Mr Lincoln's 
Govornmont during tbo war; not ono 
of them voted for Mr Johnson, and 
tho pooplo will not, now that tho war 
is ovor, confide tho control of public 
a flairs into their hands. Every 
oilbrt thoy may mako to securo that 
result will end in defeat, and postpone 
tho very object thoy sook to accom- 
plish.

A.N'OTUUn ASSOCIATION FORMED. 

Fifty years glided into eternity beforo the 
works was renewed, yet the shafts and tun- 
nel still remained lull of water, which rose 
and fell with the ebbing and flowing ol the 
tide in the bay, showing clearly thai the is- 
land has been pierced by subterranean pass- 
ages. This brings us down to a period ol 
tifleen years ago. A number of young ujcii 
in the summer of 1848 proceeded to the is- 
land and renewed the work. They followed 
down the shart of their predecessors, whon 
they encountered tho unme difficulty — water 
coming in upon them. After billing it out 
they pierced the bottom of the pit with 
chisel and sledge ball auger at a distance of 
ninety-eight feet from tho surface, when they 
struck a hard wooden obstruction, winch 
they confidently believe to be the money 
chest. The machinery brought up a bunch 
ol something which subsequently proved to 
bo grass peculiar to the Spanish Main. This 
gave tho toilers now courage und thoy fol* 
lowed up the discovery with renewed energy. 
The chisel having been attached to the auger 
they cut through a spruce log about six 
inches thick, when it dropped a foul and 
struck a piece of oak timber four and a hall 
inches thick. They soon found Bometoiog 
harder than wood and continued boring until 
the auger settled down about twenty inches. 
While passing through this substance u sharp 
metallic sound greeted the ears of those em- 
ployed, ft resembled tbo noise a bar ol iron 
would make on being wormed through u keg 
ol nails and the laborers wore in eostacios. 
l'here they were within a lew feet of Kldd's 
gold. Twenty inches furthei down more 
wood was found and below it the same min- 
eral substance. Then curao wood again 
alterwards mini. The only thing taken oul 
was part ol the head ol an oak cask ; one 
end had been cat ufl and the other exhibited 
tho marks of the cooper's kuifu. Other bores 
were sunk near ihis one, but with tho name 
results. Anion;: other articles taken out was 
moro Spanish grass and part ol tho hoop of 
a barrel with the bark in a good statu of pre* 
servation. 

lilt: TOILERS IN DESPAIR, 

After making several bores with like re- 
sults und finding it impossible to keep down 
the water, with an ample exchequer, they 
thought of tho Dutchuiun und his anchor, 
and then looking upon themselves and the 
tieaauro that lay hidden beneath them, many 
of tho company withdrew from tbo work. 
The few who still persevered, f rom tho laet 
I hat the water in thu shalts loll and rouo with 
the tide, became convinced that there were 
subterranean channels connecting the hay 
with tho pit. Acting upon this belief they 
searched the shore, u hen upon the east side 
of the cove thoy found line well made drains 
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I ol this Spanish grass, Furtht 
lions showed that the drain had 
the direction of tho old pit, and 
eoeoanut fibre and Spanish grass was 
as thoy progressed. Thoy endeavored to 
follow the direction ol the drain, hut 
failed to find it connecting with a per- 
pendicular Bbaft. Tho, water mi lled into the 
drain upon them. The next attempt was to 
jink a ehult and endeavor to strike this 
Irain or channel on tbo lino between the old 
lit and the entrance at the water. At a 



some of whom had sunk thoir last dollar in 
tho numerous pits, were disheartened, and 
tlio work was not ronewed for nino yours. 
In tho meantime tho charter of the company 
expired, and sockets of Kidd's treasure re- 
turned to more proGtablo employment, still 
however, convinced that tho treasure wus 
there, and nccessiblj if they could only stop 
tho flow of water so as lo follow tho old pit 
to its original bottom. 1 

Tbo story of tbo excavation of Oak Island 
bad in tbo moantimo spread over tbo whole 
Provinco, and thero weto hundreds who 
were disposed to mako ono moro attempt to 
fathom the mystery. Accordingly in 18G1 
meetings woro held at various poiuts ill the 
Provioe; full particulars of the eutorpriso 
laid beforo them, and slocked to tbo amount 
of $2,000 subscribed. Several new pits 
wore sunk, and tunnolB run from thorn in tbo 
direction of the "monoy pit," with tbo viow 
of finding tbo aubtorranoan channel that 
floods tbo pits, but after an expenditure ol 
j?l,20O tho resulta woro not satisfactory. 
The company, which now comprises some of 
iho most influential gontlomou of Halifax, 
havo inoreasod their capital stock, and as a 
dernier resort, aro now building a dam 
round tbo baso of tho island for tbo purpuso 
os cutting off tho bay water from tbo sub- 
terranean chaunels, whon they propose to 
pump tbo water out of tho excavations al- 
ready mado, and follow tho channel to their 
termini, ft is expected that the dam will bo 
completed the present week, and the com- 
pany now fool sanguine that Kidd'a four 
millions of gold aro almost within their 
^rasp. It is cstimatod that fully $100,000 
havo boon expended already upou iho search 
and tho present company, who are mou ol 
means, are determiucd to solve the mystery 
ol Oak Island if it costs aa much moro. 

Such is the history of tbo '-toilers of tho 
isle." All tho members of tho first two 
companies havo passed away, audit remains 
to the third generation to follow up the work 
of their ancestors. Should their expectations 
be realized, aud I must admit that the indi- 
cations are good, what a remarkable mystery 
will bo cleared up, and what a sensation pro- 
duced. That a stupendous work of art has 
bei'ii constructed by unknown hands at Oak 
Island is a certainty. That most cf the ma- 
terial used is indigenous 10 ihia country is 
ulso certain. What these works were con- 
structed for, and by whom, and what they 
contain, ulono remain mysteries, which, let 
us hope, will soon bo cleared up.

Present— His 
Woisliip the Mayor and Councillors Uowen, 
Lewis, Lajzell and Hobbard. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From the Acting Coloniiil Sucictary, ad- 
vising tlia Council that the Sheriff had been 
directed to furnish a copy of the assessment 
roll. Ordered to bo received and filed. 

An application from Mr Cro-son for leave 
to construct a goods landing was referred to 
the proper Committee. 

An appPontion from Cleal, Babbit arid 
McNifle, to lay a Btreot crossing ou Govern- 
ment street, was referred to Committee; ap- 
plicants to bo iulormnd that they will bu re- 
quired to keop same in repair. 

MUNICIPAL FUNDS 

Mr Lawis slated that the Committee ap-

Company's agents, it appears, had supplied 
tho Black Hawk "boys" with provisions on 
credit, and having been paid for tho rsamo 
since pay was struck, have excellent roason 
for knowing that the ground is rich. 

A San Franciscan on Annexation. — A 
writer in tho San Francisco Alia of tho 20th 
Octobor, (received per brig Eico) says:— "The 
idea of annexing Vancouver Island to tho 
United States is one which many horo socm 
to cherish. It is by no moans so populur 
with Americans upon tho Island and in tho 
adj icont country, Tho obstacles lo its ac- 
complishment are numerous, and readily sug- 
gest themsolvcs when wo givo the subjoct a 
candid consideration. Esquimalt is but a 
short distance from Victoria, and affords lino 
anchorage for vessels of deep draught; it is 
the naval dopot of England, and, in caso of 
war betweon tho two countries, would be 
indispensable to the mother country. To 
suppose that England would relinquish it 
without a struggle, or to imagine that iho 
United States would uso force to gain possess- 
ion of a country which, whou acquired, sho 
would havo no moro uso for than tho man 
had for the elephant which ho won at a 
raffle, is a proposition to ridiculous to enter- 
tain." 



Kootcnay and Similkameen. 

Wo have news from Kootcnay to the 11th 
of October by a miner who arrived od Tues- 
day. Tho Blackfoot Indians had stolen all 
the H. B. Co's pack animals and all tho 
horses belonging to the Kootenny Indians. 
The latter tribo wero driven iutu the mines 
by tho Blackfeet and compelled to souk the 
protection of the whites at Fisherville. Tho 
Blackfeet did not hazard a contest with the 
whites, and had gone hack to Missouri. 

The deep shaft had been lost by a cave, 
and a new one commenced near tho old one; 
before the old shaft caved, a prospect of IS 
cants to tho pau was obtained. Reports 
came into Fisherville that on the other side 
of Iho Rocky mountains— four days travel 
from Kootcnay — new gold diggings had been 
discovered by Kootenay miners who wero 
on thuir way to Saskatchewan, and that men 
thoro woro making 00 ouncos per day lo the 
company. Our informants represent the 
trail across Kootenay bottom as oxoorable. 
A largo train of animals wero met; 
thoy had bad luck, maoy unimals had died, 
others had broken their limbs and where shot, 
and their loads lay along the trail ; there is 
not a bridge on the whole route. At tho II 
B. Co's fort, nt Similkameen, tho employees 
told the minor.) that a company ol fivo men 
had wing-dammed tho river ani hud taken out 
§11G in one day with a ruekor. A pioco ol 
gold, weighing or SG, was shown. 

From Sitka. 

Tho Russian Fur Company's Btoamor 
Prince Constantino, Capt Liudlots, consigned 
to Janion, Green & Rhodes, arrived yester- 
day morning from Sitka lu'a Fort Simpson 
Sho left the former port 14 days ago, and 
brings as passengers Mrs Lindfors, Miss 
Konblinski and four American seamen— 
named Win Jones, George Mawry, Win 
Flood and John Flinn— a part of l he crew of 
tho American whaling bark Pacific, Capt 
Fronoh, of Sug Harbor, N. Y., which ve . el 
Was wrecked by running on Hearing's Island, 
in Behring's Straits, on the 3d of July lust, 
whoro sho scon went to pieces. All hands 
were saved. The third inato and ten mon 
started in a boat for Petropauloski, and wore 
not heard ol afterwards, The remainder 
wore taken ofT by llio Russian hark Mon- 
Bchikoff, and taken to Sitka, whoro tho cap- 
tain and twelvo of tho crow took passage in 
the bark Schelekoff for Honolulu and tho 
live men named came on to this port yester- 
day. Thoy spoak in high terms of tho 
treatment which thoy received at tho hands 
of tho Russian officials. Thu Prince Con- 
stantino will remain to recoivo on board a 
nowboiler made by Spratl .V Kieimlor and to 
undergo repairs.
